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Selectmen Looking At Setting 
Lower Homeowner Tax Rate

For the first time since 100 percent re- 
valuation was completed in Andover, the 
selectmen are thinking about setting a 
lower tax rate for residential property- 
owners — and letting business, commer- 
cial and industrial taxpayers bear a 
heavier share of the tax burden. 

If the board decides to maintain a sin- 
gle tax rate for all property-owners — as 
it has for the past three years — that rate 
will probably be $17.80, down from the 
current $20.50. (That $17.80 is an unoffi- 
cial rate that has not yet been submitted 
to the state for approval.) 

Finance and Budget Director Anthony 
Torrisi attributes that drop in the tax 
rate to a “rather dramatic increase”’ in 
the total valuation of the town, up from 
last year’s $1,048,975,210, to a current 
$1,344,794,449. A boom in new construc-

If the selectmen opt for a lower rate 
fer residential taxpayers, hemeowners 
could conceivably pay a rate as low as 
$13.96 (a 22 percent decrease), while 
business and industrial would make up 


the difference by paying at the rate of 
$26.70 (a 150 percent increase.) It ap- 
pears unlikely, however, that the board 
will choose that option. 

According to information prepared by 
the assessors, the selectmen have a 
whole range of options to choose from, 
ranging from no shift in the tax rate 
(which would leave the rate at $17.80 for 
everyone), to a five-percent shifting of 
the burden over to business and industry 
(which would bring the residential rate 
down slightly to $17.60, and the industrial 
rate up to $18.26). 

After voting against classification in 
past years, Selectman Norma Gammon 
said, ‘“‘My feelings have changed. People 
are talking to me, and they’d like some 


help with the tax rate.’’ 
she favored a shift that would ‘‘not harm 
commercial properties, but help resi- 
dents.” 


Gammon said 


With a 20 percent shift, for instance, 


the residential rate would drop to $17.03, 
and the business/corhmercial/industrial 
rate would increase to $19.58 — still less 
than the current $20.50 tax rate. Gam- 
mon said such a shift would be ‘‘a start”’ 
towards helping homeowners. 


Why the change in the selectmen’s 


thoughts on classification, to which they 
were, in the words of Chairman Byrne, 
“categorically opposed” a year ago? 


After Monday night’s meeting, Byrne 


explained that in previous years, classifi- 
cation would have taken only $1 or $2 dol- 


lars off the residential tax rate. This 
year, however, classification could bring 
the residential rate down by as much as 
$6.50, saving homeowners $600 to $700 on 
their tax bills. 

The chairman said that in his opinion, 
“If we’re going to have a tax break, it 
should go to the homeowner.”’ The rate is 
going to go down in any case, he added; 
it is just a question of how much it will go 
down for residential taxpayers. 

Byrne noted that the board has never 
before had information as detailed as 
that prepared by the assessors this year. 
According to that information, the aver- 
age home in Andover is valued at $113,-

$2 Million State Grant 
Will Help Finance 
Riverina Road Station 


A state matching grant of at least $2 
million — and possibly up to $3.5 millien 
— will help Andover pay for its new $6.7 
million Riverina Road sewage pumping 
station, which has been called Andover’s 
most pressing need. 

State Representative Sue Tucker told 
the TOWNSMAN Monday that under 
Chapter 557, the state has agreed to allo- 
cate a matching grant to cover 50 per- 
cent of the cost of building a pumping 
station. That grant will help ease the 
burden on Andover taxpayers, since an- 
nual town meeting appropriated $6.7 mi}- 
lion to pay for the entire project in April 
(Article 21). 

Tucker explained that the project im- 
cludes two parts, each with a pricetag of 
approximately $3.2 to $3.4 million: the 
pumping station, and a new force main 
and interceptor connecting the station to 
the existing outfall sewer in Lawrence, 
which is part of the Andover system. 
(Andover’s waste water ultimately 
reaches the Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District treatment plant in North And- 
over.)

With a $2 million grant assured, the 
state will definitely pay for half the cest 
of building the pumping station, the rep- 
resentative said. Additional state money, 
perhaps another $1.5 million, may be al- 
located to fund half the cost of the force 
main as well, but Tucker said she was 
not sure when that state decision might 
be made. 

All plans and specifications for the sta- 
tion have been completed, Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony said Monday, and 
the preject may be put out to bid in late 
October or early November. Construc- 
tion could begin in December or Jan- 
uary, the manager said. 
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According to project plans, the new 
pumping station will net actually be built 
on Riverina Road, but across the 
Shawsheen River on Tantallon Road. 

Tucker said she has beer working 
along with Senater Patricia McGovern, 
the town manager, and Public Works Di- 
rector Robert McQuade for the past sev- 
eral months te win a state grant, and the 
representative said she was ‘“‘thrilled”’ 
by their success. 

She credited Mahony and McQuade for 
being ready with the engineering plans, 
noting that Andover was far from the top

Ballot Question Approved 


The Attorney General’s office 
has informed state representa- 
tive candidate Susan Poore that 
the referendum question she 
worked to have placed on the 
ballot in November has been ap- 
proved. 

Poore, Republican candidate 
for state representative in the 
17th Essex District, worked dur- 
ing the month of June to collect 
the necessary signatures to 
place the question before the 
voters on November 6. Poore 
commented, “The tax was 
adopted in 1975 as a temporary 
revenue measure. Our legis- 
lators promised to remove the 
tax and now, with a huge sur- 
plus in Boston, is the time to do 
it. Massachusetts taxpayers 
have given more than their 
share; it’s time we do some- 
thing novel and historic by let- 
ting people keep more of their 
own money.” 

The question reads: ‘‘Shall the 
representative be instructed to 
vote for legislation which would 
repeal the 7‘ percent surtax on 
the state 5 percent income tax?’’ 
Poore noted that the passage of 
the petition will send a clear 
message to the representative of 
Andover and Lawrence. 

‘The surtax has fulfilled its 
purpose and the state govern- 
ment ought to follow through on 
its promises. Six other states 
with temporary surtaxes have 
all repealed or reduced them 
this year, keeping their prom- 
ises to their constituents. Why 
can’t we do the same? We 
should expect nothing less,” 
said Poore.

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World War I Exhibit Opens 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 


“Over There. . .and Over Here’”’ is the catchy 
title of the Andover Historical Society’s new ex- 
hibit about Andover in World War I opening Sun- 
day, Sept. 30, at the society’s Sunday Open 
House from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. The public is in- 
vited. 

The exhibit opening will be honored by the 
presence of a number of local veterans of World 
War I. In addition, Frank Rowe and Bob O’Con- 
nell will play songs from the period on the bag- 
pipes and the electric piano as guests enjoy 
apple cider and cookies. 

The exhibit features memorabilia of the war 
as it was experienced by local soldiers and nurs- 
es ‘over there’ in Andover. It illustrates what 
was occurring here to help with the war effort, 
such as liberty loans, victory gardens, the Red 
Cross and the Home Guard. 

The Andover Historical Society earlier this 
year appealed to the community for items relat- 
ing to the planned exhibit and many people re- 
sponded generously. Such artifacts as flags, 
gold stars, letters and newspaper clippings illus- 
trate the impact of World War I on this small 
New England town. 

Some lent sheet music with tunes that evoke 
the era, such as ‘Over There” and “‘It’s a Long 
Way to Tipperary.”’ Others lent welcome home 
medals, presented by the town to veterans in 
special ceremonies after the war. The colorful 


artwork of posters urging men to enlist and all 
to buy liberty bonds are a major feature of the 
exhibit. Soldiers’ uniforms are also on display. 

World War I touched the lives of everyone in 
Andover. Phillips Academy, in March 1917, sub- 
stituted military drill for physical education. 
Abbot Academy also had military drill in addi- 
tion to its own victory garden and the knitting 
accomplished by the girls. Girl Scouts knitted 
for the soldiers, picking up wool at the churches 
and returning the finished articles there for 
shipment overseas. 

To prepare for the exhibit, members of the 
Andover Historical Society tape-recorded the 
memories of a number of local citizens as an 
oral history project. These will be retained at 
the society. 

Under the guidance of curator Marsha Roo- 
ney, ‘‘Over There. . .and Over Here” was pre- 
pared by the Joan Rollenhagen, chairperson, 
Dot Tavern, Reta Buchan, Marjorie Fenton, Vi- 
olet Curtin and Barbara Aiden, the exhibits 
committee. The exhibit will run through Jan- 
uary 9, 1985 

The Andover Historical Society is a non-profit 
educational institution open to both members 
and public. For information on open hours, exhi- 
bitions, tours, special events and membership, 
call the society office open Monday through Fri- 
day 9 a.m. to 5 p.m

The 1984 series of organ recitals at the Me- 
thuen Memorial Music Hall ends with Eileen 
Guenther as performing artist on Wednesday, 
Oct. 3, at 8:30 p.m. 

Guenther holds the Doctor of Musical Arts de- 
gree from the Catholic University of America. 
She serves as minister of music at Foundry 
United Methodist Church in Washington, D.C., 
and is a member of the music faculty of George 
Washington University. She hosts a weekly pro- 
gram of organ music heard on WGMS, Washing- 
ton’s classical music station, and was recently 
elected national councillor for organizational 
concerns of the American Guild of Organists. 
Guenther was one of the featured artists at the 
1984 A.G.O. national convention in San Francis- 
co last June. 

For her program she has selected: Prelude 
and fugue in g minor, Dietrich Buxtehude; Two 
Leipzig Chorale Preludes and Concerto in a mi- 
nor, Johann Sebastian Bach; Toccata in G, The- 
odore Dubois; Coroniation March, ‘Crown 
Imperial,”’ William Walton; Et Resurrexit, Ken- 
neth Leighton; Piece Heroique, Cesar Franck. 

The grand pipe organ of nearly 6,000 pipes was 
built originally by Walcker of Ludwigsburg, 
Germany, for the Boston Music Hall. The only 
pipe organ to include a building designed and 
built especially to display and support its perfor- 
mances, it is today irreplaceable. 

The Music Hall is located on Broadway (Route 
28), Methuen. Offstreet parking is provided next 
to the building.

Organ To Be Featured In Recital 


The Organ Historican Society of America pre- 
sented the Brooks School, North Andover, with 
an award this past spring, citing the organ in the 
Ashburn Chapel as historically important and 
worthy of preservation. The instrument will be 
heard in concert this Sunday, Sept. 30, at 3 p.m. 

The recitalist will be Earl L. Miller, the direc- 
tor of chapel music for the school and music 
director of Christ Church, Andover. Miller, a 
nationally recognized concert artist and educa- 
tor, has prepared a series of concerts through- 
out the 1984-85 season featuring the school’s 
organ. The concerts are free and open to the 
public. 

For the first concert a variety of literature has 
been chosen to demonstrate the versatility of 
this unusual pipe organ. From the Baroque peri- 
od, the composers Lubeck of Germany, Jacinto 
and Seixas of Spain and d’Aquin of France will 
be featured. From the 19th century literature, 
works of Guilmant, Widor and Hollins will be 
heard. 

American-born Cyril Jenkins will be used to 
represent the 20th century with two tone poems, 


“Dawn” and “Night’’ The program will end 
with a rousing march, the ‘Marche Militaire” 
by Charles Gounod. 

The organ was designed by the then head of 
the math department, Edward Flint, in 1928 and 
built by the Aeolian-Skinner Organ Company of 
Boston. It is the oldest existing “experiment”’ in 
its original location in which the Aeolian-Skinner 
Company attempted to recreate an instrument 
in the 18th century, European style. These or- 
gans became known as the American Classic 
— experiements and very few remain to- 

ay. 

The instrument has been cited in many books 
written on the subject of organ design and 
American organ hitory and is a superb 2xample 
of a small organ design with three keyboards 
and 22 sets of pipes. 

The school is located én Route 133 between 
North Andover and Georgetown. The chapel is 
in the center of the campus and there is parking 
on the school grounds. Concert goers may wish 
to take time to walk around the lake-front cam- 
pus which is known for its fine landscaping.

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Peace Cridias Covenants, Worships 


The Andover Ecumenical Peace group will ask members of Andover’s religious 
community to join them in covenanting for peace. The covenant, a joint effort of lay 
and clergy members of 10 local churches and Phillip’s Academy seeks an individual 
commitment to peacemaking in response to a shared understanding of the scriptures. 
‘We hope to provide a vehicle by which the Andover religious community can join in 
prayer, study, dialogue and action for peace,” noted Rev. Bill Mullin of St. Robert’s. 
‘‘As a first step we are asking those who take their role as peacemakers seriously to 
join together in prayer and study,” he noted. A series of nine ecumenical monthly 
prayer services for peace will be offered during the coming year. 

The Andover Peace Group was formed in May 1984 in response to a growing con- 
cern for the issues of peace expressed during the monthly meetings of the Andover 
Clergy Association. ‘‘During the season of Lent several local churches held forums to 
discuss the issue of peace. This discussion brought about an awareness that there 
were others in the Andover community who shared our concern but we needed a way 
to draw support for each other,’”’ said Mullin. “Many of us began to explore the 
imperatives of peacemaking through our religious leaders,’’ added Katherine Robin- 
son of Ballard Vale United Church. ‘‘We hear what our bishops have said and feel 
compelled to make our response.’’ “‘Above all, we hope to crreate a dialogue,”’ said

Ann Traver of Christ Episcopal Church. ‘‘We want to include everyone who is seeking 
peace, no matter what their political orientation. 

The Andover Peace Covenant will be presented to the local churches by members 
and clergy of their own congregations. Each church will gather signatures for the 
covenant during the next three-week period. These signatures will be dedicated dur- 
ing the first Ecumenical Prayer Service on October 16 at St. Augustine’s at 7:30 p.m. 
Other Andover churches participating in the Peace Covenant are Christ Episcopal 
Church, St. Robert’s Catholic Church, Ballard Vale United Church, South Church, 
Andover Baptist, Cochran Chapel at Phillip’s Academy, Free Christian Church, Faith 
Lutheran Church, West Parish Church and North Boston Korean United Methodist 
Church. Beyond prayer and reflection each service will offer an opportunity for the 
host faith/denomination to share a brief statement on the teachings of peace as set 
forth by their religious leaders. 

Highlighting the covenant will be an original sketch prepared for the Andover 
Peace Covenant Community by Robin Cole, a local artist and member of St. Augus- 
tine’s Parish. ‘‘It is a vision,’’ Cole explaned, ‘‘the vision of every man, woman and 
child reaching out for peace.”

Clergy At Conference 


Spiritual guidance and medical dilemmas 
were the theme of an ecumenical conference for 
clergy from New England, entitled Genetic Dis- 
orders and Today’s Family: The Pastoral 
Bridge, held in Scarborough, Maine, Sept. 9-11. 

New techniques for assessing human genetics 
have brought many families increased opportu- 
nities for having healthy babies. But, these 
methods, which are becoming more powerful for 
determining carriers of genetic defects and 
making prenatal diagnosis, may also present a 
family with difficult dilemmas. ‘“‘The clergy 
must become aware of inherited disorders and 
their effects, not only on the individual patient, 
but on whole families, sometimes over several 
generations,” say Fr. Robert C. Baumiller, S.J., 
Ph.D., director of genetics, Georgetown Univer- 
sity Hospital, and keynote speaker at the confer- 
ence.

Robb told Barry his committee, officially 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen, 
had no right studying the night-lighting 
of the field without discussing the idea 
with the School Committee members.

And when Andover High School Princi- 
pal Mary Athey Jennings asked Barry a 
question about the study committee 
Robb cut off the discussion saying he 
“was appalled” that Jennings hadn’t 
been consulted by the lighting group. 

“T am sick and tired of people in this 
town deciding as individuals what the 
high school will or will not do,’’ said an 
angry Robb. ‘As far as I’m concerned 
that discussion should stop. I challenge 
the Town Manager’s right to appoint a 
committee to light those fields.”’ 


a 
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For his part, Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony told THE TOWNSMAN yester- 
day that he thought the committee was 
working as an ‘“‘ad ‘10c’’ group. After 
checking he found — that the light- 
ing committee was officially formed a 
year ago yesterday by the Board of Se- 
lectmen at the request of some town resi- 
dents who were interested in putting 
lights on the field. 

Mahony said the group is not an- 
swering to anyone, they are simply in- 
vestigating the viability and cost of 
lighting the field. (Barry told the school 
board that the lighting cost estimate was 
$50,000.) Selectmen Chairman Donn 
Byrne echoed Mahony’s sentiments after 
he was told of the school board’s dis- 
cussion by THE TOWNSMAN. The light- 
ing group would have consulted the 
school board, Byrne said. 

‘After a general discussion we decided 
to look into it,” Byrne said of the select- 
men’s decision to appoint a group to stu- 
dy the lighting situation. The group 
wanted to find out what the cost of lights 
would be and what other school systems 
were doing about lighting fields for night 
games, he said. 

“Tt is much ado about nothing,” said 
Town Manager Mahony. ‘‘Lovely Field is 
totally under the control of the School 
Committee and I don’t see that anyone 
would do anything without them. It is 
just completely irrational. As far as I’m 
concerned until there is money (for the 
project) there is nothing. I would really 
oppose putting lights on Lovely Field 


(with town funds) when we have other 
needs.”’ 

Byrne said all the selectmen were 
against spending town funds to light 
Lovely Field. The lighting committee 
was also investigating raising funds 
from private donations for the lights, 
Byrne explained. 

But School Committeeman Richard W. 
Neal wondered aloud on Tuesday night 
where the funds for lights would be 
found. 

“This has an impact on a lot of peo- 
ple,’’ Neal said of lighting the high school 
field, adding that security and the affect 
of the lights on the neighborhood should 
also be taken into consideration. ‘‘All of 
these things come out a budget and I can 
only guess whose it might be.”’ 

If the selectmen were overstepping 
their bounds, as school board members 
said they were, the issue was not really 
the lighting of a field but a larger picture 
of the ‘‘cross jurisdictional’’ responsibili- 
ties of both boards, according to School 
Committeewoman Susan T. Poore. 

The confusion comes, she said, be- 
cause the town owns the school buildings 
and the town Municipal Maintenance de- 
partment is responsible for some work at 
the schools and school-hired mainte- 
nance workers are hired to do other up- 
keep jobs in the eight public schools. 

“It is a legitimate ‘fuzziness’,’’ Poore 
explained to THE TOWNSMAN. ‘‘And 
there is no great subversion involved

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Clements Efforts Brighten A 
Difficult Day For Warriors

The emergence of senior Doug Clements as a first-class 
pass receiver was about the only thing to cheer about last 
Saturday, as the Andover High football team dropped a 
14-7 Merrimack Valley Conference decision to host Billeri- 
ca in action at the Marshall Middle School field. 

It was a game the Golden Warriors could have and prob- 
ably should have won, but costly fumbles, interceptions 
and penalties repeatedly blunted potential scoring drives. 

The loss left Andover at 0-2-0 heading into tomorrow 
night’s battle against likewise winless Greater-Lawrence 
Regional at the Reggies’ field (7 p.m. kickoff). 

Billerica, which handed AHS one of its two losses last 
fall by an improbable 3-2 score, improved to 1-1-0 with the 
victory. 

Clements, who is also a special teams’ performer, 
caught three Tim Perry passes on the afternoon for 81 
yards. He snagged a nine-yarder for the lone Golden War- 
riors’ touchdown, hauled in a 16-yarder to help set up the 
only score, and cradled a 56-yarder that brought Andover 
to the Billerica three yard line before a fumble killed that 
third quarter threat. 

« The Indians, coached by former Boston College and At- 
lanta Falcons’ running back Mike Esposito, did most of 
their damage on the ground with 214 yards rushing. 

Junior Brian Cooley was the main culprit, running for 
115 yards in 16 carries and notching both BMHS touch- 
downs on runs of three and 27 yards. 

Senior Tri-Capt. Craig Burns wasn’t far behind, piling 
up 96 yards on 15 carries. 

Andover’s 99-yard ground game was paced by junior QB 
Perry, who picked up 71 yards on 15 rushes, but the Gold- 
en Warriors were also penalized five times for 45 yards, 
lost two of their four fumbles, and were intercepted twice. 

AHS played without several key performers, including 
junior wide receiver Kevin Rourke and junior lineman 
Larry Aiello. Rourke watched the game on crutches, and 
is expected to be sidelined 4-4 weeks after suffering pulled 
knee ligaments in the second quarter of the Lowell game. 
Aiello may have mononucleosis and he is out indefinitely. 
“The Warriors also suffered another key loss during the 
course of the game, senior linebacker-offensive lineman 
Austin Henderson going down with a knee injury.

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Small Business Program Revived 


A law that requires state officials to award at 
least 5 percent of state contracts to small busi- 
nesses is finally being enforced after being 
largely ignored for eight years, according to 
State Representative Sue Tucker of Andover. 

The state’s Small Business Assistance Divi- 
sion, under new management, has spent the past 
several months gearing up to properly adminis- 
ter the provisions of the law, which has been on 
the books since 1976, Tucker said. 

Though still somewhat under-staffed, the 
agency has begun accepting applications from 
small businesses interested in bidding on the 5 
percent of state contracts set aside exclusively 
for small businesses. 

Small businesses also can bid on the remain- 
ing 95 percent of state contracts though for this 
portion of contracts they will be competing with 
firms of all sizes, not just small businesses, 
Tucker explained. 

Tucker urged eligible small-business owners 
in Andover and Lawrence to apply to compete 
for state contracts. 

‘Small businesses play an important role in 
the economic vitality of the Andover-Lawrence 
area,” Tucker said. “State government has a 
responsibility to enhance that vitality through 
such programs as the 5 percent contract set- 
aside. I hope local small-business owners will 
seriously consider participating in this pro- 
gram.” 


To be eligible, a small business must be certi- 
fied by the state laws meeting certain criteria, 
including requirements that the business be in- 
dependently owned and operated, have its prin- 
cipal place of business in Massachusetts, 
employ less than 50 people and have had less 
than $6 million in total gross sales for the pre- 
ceding three years. 

State contracts are awarded competitively 
and apply to both goods and services purchased 
by state agencies and institutions. 

Business interested in applying for certifica- 
tion can contact Tucker’s office for the nec- 
essary application form and related 
information. 

Small-business owners in Andover and Law- 
rence can learn about state contract opportuni- 
ties in the weekly publication, “Goods and 
Services Bulletin.”” The bulletin lists state com- 
modity contracts oyer $500 and service con- 
tracts of $40,000 or more 

Data processing, printing and the provision of 
social and rehabilitative services for state hu- 
man-service agencies are among the consultant 
services advertised in the bulletin. 

Subscriptions to the publication are available 
through the Massachusetts Regulations Division 
of the Office of Secretary of State. Andover’s 
Memorial Hall Library also carries the bul'etins 
for examination in the reference department.

Planners Approve 


Manufacturing Use 


By unanimous vote of the Planning 
Board, a new industrial office building 
on Frontage Road may be leased for 
“‘light high-tech assembly,”’ a use that 
would not have been permitted without 
the planners’ approval. 

Earlier this month the board voted 
unanimously to release a nine-year-old 
covenant on the property that prohibited 
any manufacturing on the site, which is 
being developed by Frontage Road Asso- 
ciates. 

The 4.5-acre parcel, zoned Industrial 
D, is located next to the Route 93 inter- 
change, near the Knights of Columbus 
site and across the street from Digital 
Equipment Corp.’s large industrial lot. 

Paul Bruk, Sr. of Frontage Road Asso- 
ciates last week said he plans to lease 
one floor of the 64,000-square foot, two- 
story building to Vicor Corp., a high-tech 
research and development firm. Bruk 
said he is still seeking a second tenant 
for the building, which is now under con- 
struction. 

Andover Atty. Richard Asoian, rep- 
resenting the developers, told the plan- 
ners that the site was rezoned from 
Single Residence C to Industrial D ten 
years ago. In 1975, he said, the plannipg 
board imposed a covenant on the parcel 
that prohibited any manufacturing on 
the site; that restriction was intended to 
protect residentially-zoned land across 
the street. 

But that once-residential land now be- 
longs to Digital, Asoian said, and the rea- 
son for the covenant no longer exists. He 
explained that the covenant could be re- 
leased by a majority vote of the planning 
board, with the property-owner’s 
agreement. 

The attorney said the covenant was 
“holding up everything” at the devel- 
opment, where construction is nearly 
complete, because Frontage Road Asso- 
ciates had found a major tenant — Vicor 
Corp. — with plans for “‘light high-tech 
assembly.” 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
added that the restriction was complicat- 
ing Frontage Road Associate’s applica- 
tion for $4.1 million in industrial revenue 
bond financing from the Massachusetts 
Industrial Finance Authority (MIFA).

The Andover Industrial Finance Authori- 
ty has already approved Bruk’s applica- 
ion. 

The manager said the “high-quality” 
office building could never be used for 

“heavy manufacturing” because it is not 
constructed for that kind of use. (He also 
noted that the Board of Health would 
prohibit any discharge from the light as- 
sembly process into the site’s septic sys- 
tem.) 

In any case, planning board Chairman 
Margaret Bradshaw said that, according 
to Special Counsel Thomas Arnold, the 
1975 covenant was “‘not enforceable” and 
was not binding on the developer.

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Dargoonian Farm Plans, 
Hawk Ridge Reviewed 


A 25-lot cluster subdivision on what is 
now a West Andover farm, and newly-re- 
vised plans for an eight-lot subdivision 
the planners recently vetoed both came 
up for Planning Board review Tuesday 
night. 

The planners did not vote on either 
proposal — Royal Gardens and Hawk 
Ridge, respectively — which are both in 
the preliminary planning stage. The 
board will review each subdivision again 
during future meetings. 

Royal Gardens (formerly known as 
Strawberry Fields and Waterford Place) 
is a 25-lot cluster subdivision proposed 
for a 36-acre site on what is now Dargoo- 
nian Brothers farm off Blanchard Street 
in West Andover, near the Tewksbury 
town line. 

According to engineer Stephen Sta- 
pinsky of Merrimack Engineering, D & L 
Development Corp. of Methuen has the 
site under a purchase ahd sale 
agreement. 

Plans call for three roadways ending 
in cul-de-sacs: one off Osgood Street (to 
be called Towle Place) with seven lots, 
one off Blanchard Street (Lenox Circle) 
with 13 lots, and another off Blanchard 
(Royal Garden Place) with five lots. 
Three additional lots will have frontage 
on Blanchard Street. 

Stapinski said the development would 
include 18 acres of open space. The exist- 
ing Dargoonian residence on Blanchard 
Street, including a house, barn and pool, 
will remain, and will eventually be sub- 
divided from the new development, he 
added. 

Royal Gardens will be served by town 
water and underground septic systems, 
the engineer said. Drainage from the 
new development will run into existing 
waterways and irrigation ponds on the 
site, and the ponds will become retention 
areas, Stapinski told the board. 

(The Dargoonians plan to continue 
growing fruits and vegetables, and will 
retain the right to use water from those 
ponds, he noted. ) 

Because the site is largely without 
trees, the developer plans to make 
‘“Jandscape improvements,” the engi- 
neer said, ‘‘te create a desirable living 
area.” A “ belt’’ will be designed 
as a buffer the new houses and 
neighboring residents, and that green 
area (as well as the ponds) will be main-

An attorney representing one abutter, 
the Nabydowski family of 76 Blanchard 
St., described three major concerns to 
the planners. 

Atty. Brenda Maille said that the 
Nabydowskis run a family farm and a 
piggery on their property — and want to 
make sure an adequate buffer zone is 
planned to insure good relations with 
their future neighbors in Royal Gardens. 

Maille said the family also has ‘“‘se- 
rious water problems”’ on their land, and 
that the Dargoonian ponds contribute to 
that problem. She asked for an engi- 
neering study to look into the drainage 
situation. 

And finally, the attorney asked the 
board to protect Andover’s farms by 
making sure new developments do not 
encroach upon existing farms: ‘‘Pre- 
= farmland is important,” she 
said. 

The planners have an Oct. 22 deadline 
for voting on the Royal Gardens prelimi- 
nary plan. 

Stapinski also presented revised pre- 
liminary plans for Hawk Ridge, an eight- 
lot subdivision proposed for a 14.5-acre 
site off Rattlesnake Hill Road by devel- 
oper Coolidge Construction Co. 

Earlier this month, the planners voted 
to disapprove the engineer’s original pre- 
liminary plan, explaining that some of 
the lots were awkwardly shaped — and 
appeared to include more than the 10 
percent wetlands allowed by the zoning 
bylaws. 

The engineer didn’t have much better 
luck this week. Although they did not 
vote on the new plans, the board indi- 
cated that they would turn them down, 
unless somé changes were made. 

Stapinski said he had re-aligned the 
site’s lot lines to ‘‘accomodate”’ wetlands 
areas and give the lots more ‘‘regular”’ 
shapes. He had also reduced the amount 
of excavation needed at the site — anoth- 
er planning board concern — from 8,500 
to 4,000 cubic yards of earth material or 
less, he said. 

But staff planner Nancy Jeton said lot 


eight — where two dry areas would be 
separated by wetlands — still did not 
meet the zoning requirement that 90 per- 
cent of each lot include dry land. ' The 
planner added that she doubted the lot 
could win Conservation Commission or 
Board of Health approval. 

The planners indicated that they were 
still not satisfied with other lots, as well. 
“T don’t like lots eight, three, six, or the 
roadway,’’ Michael Houghton said. He 
added that he believed the developer was 
“just trying to get too many lots’’ on the 
site: “Five or six lots would be much 
more attractive than this.” 

A number of neighbors from the Rat- 
tlesnake Hill and Glenwood Road area 
again voiced their concerns about drain- 
age plans for Hawk Ridge, as they have 
at past meetings. However, the devel- 
oper will not be required to submit de- 
tailed drainage calculations until the 
definitive stage, Jeton pointed out. 

Summgrizing the board’s concerns, 
Chairman Margaret Bradshaw said lot 
eight did not appear to be ‘‘buildable”’; 
lot six needs to be redesigned and lot 
three needs work as well; the roadway 
should be relocated; and the subdivision 
should include no more than seven lots. 

The developer may withdraw the new 


preliminary plan, redesign it — or let the 


planners vote it down, Bradshaw said. 
The board has a Nov. 15 deadline for vot- 
ing on Hawk Ridge.

000, 
property, at $500,000. 

Using those figures, the assessors 
found that at a $17.80 rate, the average 
homeowners would pay $2,011.40 in 
taxes; the average business would pay 


and the average commercial 


$8,900. Shifting the burden as much as 
state law would allow would mean a 
$13.96 residential rate, or taxes of 
$1,577.48 for the average homeowner; 
and a rate of $26.70, or $12,350 in taxes, 
for the average business. 

Moving down to Gammon’s proposal of 
a more modest 20 percent shift: the aver- 
age homeowner would pay $1,924.39 in 
taxes, and the average business, $9,790. 

Robert Westcott, representing the 
Chamber of Commerce, said the Cham- 
ber is opposed to classification. 

Westcott said the present system of a 
single tax rate for all property-owners is 
“not unfair,’ while a higher rate for 
business would be unfair to small busi- 
nesses and would have a “net negative 
effect on the town.”

of the state’s priority list for funding — 
but “kept moving up”’ because cities and 
towns with higher-priority projects 
didn’t have their share of the matching 
funds or finished plans ready to show 
state officials. 

Back in February, the DPW director 
called a new pumping station ‘‘the most 
dire need of this community.’’ At that 
time an equipment failure at the existing 
pumping station, which is more than 60 
years old, led to a sewage back-up into 

“the basements of Shawsheen Village 
homes and businesses. DPW crews were 
forced to pump waste directly into the 
Shawsheen River. 

At town meeting two months later, the 
town manager told voters that after 
years of waiting for state and federal 
money to fund the project, Andover 
could no longer afford to wait. 

However, Mahony emphasized that 
Andover would continue to seek govern- 
ment funding. This week, he said he had 
delayed beginning the project in hopes of 
winning a state grant, and was ‘quite 
pleased” that state money is forthcom- 
ing. 

When town meeting appropriated mon- 
ey to design the new Riverina Road sta- 
tion in 1981, town officials were hoping to 
secure substantial funding from the fed- 
eral Environmental Protection Agency, 
as well as state money. However, such 
EPA grants have been hard to come by 
under the Reagan administration.

Schoolwork, Behavior 


Andover’s public school students can’t 
say they didn’t know what to expect for 
school assignments this year because for 
the first time all students, and their par- 
ents, received a syllabus of sorts outlin- 
ing a year’s worth of school work and 
behavioral expectations for each class 
the student is taking.
